Legal  Subdivision  13  of  Section  14,  Legal  Sub- 
division l(i  of  Section  15,  and  Legal  Subdivisions 
4 and  5 of  Section  23,  in  Township  5,  Range  5, 
west  of  the  7th  Meridian,  being  in  the  Railway 
Belt  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  ; 

That  an  inspection  of  the  tract  applied  for  was 
made  by  the  Agent  of  Dominion  Lands  at  New 
Westminster,  who  reported  that  the  land  contained 
a deposit  of  clay  suitable  for  brick  manufacturing 


purposes,  and  that  he  w-as  not  aware  of  any  objec- 
tion to  the  sale  being  carried  out  subject  to 
operating  conditions ; 

That  the  applicant  was  accordingly  advised  that 
bis  application  for  permission  to  purchase  the  lands 
applied  for  at  the  rate  of  $1  an  acre  would  be 
considered,  provided  that  a brick  manufacturing 
plant  were  installed  and  in  operation  within  a

A portion  of  the  tract  applied  for  is  included  in 
a timber  berth  held  under  licence  from  the  Crown, 
but  since  the  application  has  now  complied  fully 
with  the  terms  of  the  sale,  and  as  payment  of  the
